Narberth will have its first real 
test of the strength of its zoning 
law next Wednesday when the 
borough will be defendent in a suit 
before the county courts. 

The case, which is slated for 
10.00. is that of Mrs. Mary Fleming, 
vs. The borough, the adjustment 
board, and the thorough officials. 
The hearing is an appeal from the 
refusal of the adjustment board 
to rezone Mrs. Fleming's property 
for business. 

The request made by Mrs. Flem- 
ing to the board asked permission 
for the erection of a gasoline service 
station at the corner of Mont- 
gomery and Haverford avenues 
The request involved, not a change 
in classification, but a change in 
the iise of a property already of a 
business nature — a blacksmith shop. 

The board granted permission for 
the gasoline station, but did not re- 
move the property from residential 
restrictions in other respects. As a 
result, Mrs. Fleming, through her 
attorney, T. Lane Bean, has ap- 
pealed from the decision. 

Her attorney, it is said, is going 
to make the case an attack upon the 
constitutionality of both the local 
and State zoning laws. He will 
Attempt to have Montgomery avenue 
re-zoned for business, it is believed. 
' The court will hear the case at 
novo, instead of basing its action on 
the report of the adjustment board. 
This will perrn^t of testimony of all 
kinds, and a latee delegation of resi- 
idents is expedjed at the hearing. The 
borough's case will be defended by 
Senator Fletcher W. Stites and 
Burgess Henry 7^ Frye.

ISSUES LEAF BURNING PERMIT 

Fire Chief Charles Y\ Noel, in 
order to make it unnecessary for 
residents to apply individually to 
him for permits to burn their 
leaves, has issued a blanket 
permit under ordinance 217, which 
will make it possible for property 
owners to dispose promptly of the 
leaves or light materials. The 
order follows: 

"Under Ordinance No. 217 I 
wish to give a general permit to 
all property owners or tenants to 
burn leaves or other light ma- 
terial on their properties, pro- 
vided that the leaves or light ma- 
terials are burnt during the day- 
light and with an adult in con- 
stant attendance, using proper 
safeguards to keep the fire from 
spreading. This notice to be re- 
voked at any time."

Chief Strong Wolf, hereditary 
chieftain of the Algonquins, was. 
the speaker at the meeting of the 
Women's Community Club, Tues- 
day. About one hundred members 
attended. 

The Indian, who has spoken 
here before and formerly lived 
here, gave an interesting and 
instructive talk on Indian history 
and customs. He flayed intoler- 
ance, urging that each person be 
judged for himself and not for the 
race from which he comes. 

He traced the origin of the In- 
dian race in this country to the 
Siberian influence but said there 
arc several other theories as to 
their origin. There arc 3.56 dia- 
lects and a sign language that all 
Indians understand, also a blanket 
language in which the Indian ex- 
presses himself by the way he 
wraps the blanket about hirri. He 
said that in the Indian dialect 
there is no profanity and that 
there are no atheists or anarch- 
ists among, the Indians. He gave 
a proposal of marriage in the sign 
language and two fables showing 
how the Indian boy may receive 
his first eagle feather for his head- 
dress and so be accepted to the 
Council.

Warm October Ends in Perfect 

Week—Rain Ushers in November 



No rain and lots of Indian 
summer sunshine marked the al- 
most perfect week of weather 
which brought October to its end 
on Monday. The week, in its 
warm temperature, if not in its 
precipitation, was typical of the 
month which was one of the 
mildest Octobers on the records 
of Main Line Weather Observer 
Charles J. A. Decker. 

The temperature excess for the 
month was 33 degrees, which 
made it just 161 degrees warmer 
than October, 1927, when a de- 
ficiency of 138 degrees was re- 



corded. In rain, October was 
well up in the tube, with a pre- 
cipitation of G.83 inches to its 
credit or discredit, as the case 
might be. 

"October was warm chiefly 
owing to the high night tempera- 
tures," according to Mr. Deck- 
er; "only a few light frosts oc- 
curred. Although precipitation 
was heavy there was a noticeable 
amount of sunshine, the last 11 
'days of the month being almost 
cloudless. Much cooler tempera- 
tures are beginning to appear in 
the northwest, Alaska reporting 
14 below zero on October 30."

Screening. 

STORM-PROOF CIRCUIT 



As a tribute to modern engi- 
neering skill and ability in the 
motion picture industry the pro- 
jecting room is unsurpassed and 
equalled by few, even in the 
larger cities. The Moor, walls and 
ceiling are of concrete construc- 
tion and the room is fitted with a 
metal safety door, thereby insur- 
ing absolute fireproof design. To 
increase the margin of the safety 
factor, a separate room, built of 
concrete, was placed next to the 
projecting room. This room is 
used solely for the purpose of re- 
winding the film, and is connected 
to the projecting room by means 
of another fireproof sliding metal 
door. 

The equipment in the project- 
ing room consists of two Power's 
Projectors, a new Mrenkcrt effect 
machine, and a spot light, also by 
Brenkert. Behind this battery of 
machines stand two panel boards ; 
one of which controls the ma- 
chines, and the other from which 
the lighting, curtain and venti- 
lating systems are regulated. At 
the far-end of the room is placed a 
bank of Westinghouse storage 
batteries, which is an engineer's 
insurance for continuity of serv- 
ice. Two Hertner generators 
stand beside the battery installa- 
tion as part of the rectifying out- 
fit. 

Projectors Are Efficient, 

Two men will be on duty in the 
room, the projectionist and his as- 
sistant. This means that one man 
will continually be manipulating 
the projector, while the other may 
enter the rewind room. The two 
Power's projectors are of the new- 
est type, Model OlJ, of improved 
style. A carbon arc is used, but of 
the horizontal type. With the old 
vertical type of arc the lighting 
efficiency was approximately -10%. 
In this new installation an effi- 
ciency of 95% is obtainable by 
means of a reflector placed behind 
the arc. This enables the full 
power to be focused on the screen 
by a series of manual controls. 
These two machines are fitted with 
an automatic arc control, using 
O.tf amperes at 55 volts. The pro- 
jector itself uses 20 amperes at 55 
volts. Direct current is used on 
all the machines. The power is 
bought as alternating current and 
then rectified to direct current. 
With the machine equipped as 
they are with d. c. motors, in case 
of a failure in the source of sup- 
ply, the bank of storage batteries 
is thrown into the : circuit and the 
; rojectors draw their power from 
the standby cells. 

Uninterrupted Service. 
This uninterrupted service does 
■not apply only to the running of 
the film, but also to the lighting 
•system. As the battery is hook- 
ed up ordinarily, the exit lights 
are supplied alone. However, in 
case of any untoward circum- 
stance such as a thunder storm 
•or sleet and ice on the wires in 
winter, the standby cells are auto- 
matically thrown into the circuit 
;:nd the lighting service continues 
uninterrupted. This dual installa- 
tion is in keeping with the ever- 
increasing demand of the public 
for perfect service, no longer tol- 
erating delays due to uncontrolled 
circumstances. 

The spotlight is of the usual 
type, using a carbon arc. The arc 
is placed in a vertical position and 
the light is concentrated by a 
series of lenses. This spot light 
uses 30 to 35 amperes. The effect 
machine also uses the same 
amount of current. The Brenk- 
ert machine will be played on the 
stage during the overtures, pro- 
ducing a series of various effects 
at the will of the operator. Sun- 
shine, rain or snow are portrayed 
by this instrument with equal 
facility. 

The untiring efforts of Charles 
Cohen, of the National Theater 
Supply Company, were mainly 
responsible for the excellence of 
the projecting room. Under his 
personal supervision the machines 
were assembled and tested. The 
remaining equipment, consisting 
of the standby storage cells, the 
generators and the two panel 
boards were installed by the Dun- 
can Construction Company, of 
Reading. Pa.

MOST MODERN DESIGN 



Silver Stippling on Screen Assures 
Absence of Glare. 

The stage and screen are mod- 
ern in every detail and the color 
scheme blends in harmony with 
the gold and brown tints of the 
theater itself. The screen is of the 
newest daylight type, with a 
metallic surface, 12 by ll> feet. The 
metal employed is silver, and the 
surface is obtained by stippling the 
silver on the canvas support by 
use of a brush. This requires the 
services of three men so as to 
avoid any possible laps which 
would interfere with the lighting 
effect of the screen. The foot- 
lights arc arranged in a seried 
bank of red, blue and white. These 
fifty-four lights will aid materially 
in the efficiency of the effect 
machine. At the top of the screen 
is swung another bank of lights. 
All these stage lights are of T5- 
candle power. The curtain control 
and the stage lights are operated 
from the projecting room by 
means of the central control panel. 
The lights are connected by a 
rheostat so that varied colored in- 
tensities are obtained. 

The stage is of the same style 
as the remaining decorations "in 
the house, though the early Egyp- 
tian influence can be distinctly 
felt. Two graceful columns arise 
at each side of the screen to sup- 
port a gold lintel running across 
the entire stage. The lack of an 
arch tends to set the stage off 
most effectively as a panel 
towards which one's eye is irre- 
sistibly drawn.
